OPPOSITION CONGRESSIONAL CONVENTION. 

ROBERT MALLORY NOMINATED. 

The Opposition Convention of the Seventh Con- 
gressional District of Kentucky, assembled at La- 
grange, June 9, 1859, to nominate a candidate for 
Congress in lieu of Hon. Humphrey Marshall, who 
declined the nomination of a previous conven- 
tion. 

There were present over two hundred delegates 
from Shelby, Henry, Oldham and Jefferson coun- 
ties, and from the different wards of the city of 
Louisville. 

At 11 o’clock, a. M-, Hon Wm. F. Bullock ca’led 
the convention to order, tDd, on his motion, Jas. 
T. Crutchfield, Esq., of Oldham county, was ap- 
pointed Chairman, and John T. Bullard, Esq., of 
Shelby county, Secretary. 

On motion of Thomas Todd, Es«q , of Shelby, a 
committee, consisting of Thos. Todd, of Shelby, 
6. A. Foss, of Jefferson, James Goslee, of Henry, 
F. Evans, of Oldham, W. F. Bullock, Henry C. 
Morton and Thomas Shanks, of Louisville, were 
appointed to recommend the names of suitablo 
persons for permanent officers of the Convention, 
who reported the following : 

President— Charles Ripley, Esq , of Louisville. 

Vice Presidents— Henry Bohannon, of Shelby, 
Wm. Voorheis, of Henry, John Harrison, of Jef- 
ferson, Jas S. Crutchfield, of Oldham, and Thos. 
H. Crawford, of Louisville. 

Secretaries— T. 0. Shackelford, of Shelby, Thos. 
Rodman, of Heurv, and J. M. Vaughan, of Lou- 
isville. 

The report was approved and the persons 
named unanimously declared officers of the Con- 
vention. 

Mr. Ripley, on taking the chair, made a brief 
address, congratulating the Convention on the 
high position aud firm aland the District had al- 
ways maintained, and recommending harmony 
and unanimity among the friends of the difierent 
aspirants. 

Wm. S. Helm, of Shelby, moved that, as the 
basis iu voting in this Convention, one vote be 
allowed for each one hundred votes cast for Fill- 
more at the last Presidential election, in the dif- 
ferent counties of the District. 

Dr. John Wdeeler, of Henry, moved, as a sub- 
stitute, that one vote be allowed for each oae 
hundred of all the votes cast in each county iu 
the District, aud in the city of L mis ville, as the 
basis for voting in this Couveution. 

After considerable discussion, ;n which Judge 
Bullock und M aj. Hancock, of Louisville, and Mr. 
tlelai, of Shelby, and others participated, the 
substitute was adopted. 

Some time was spent in receiving and enrolling 
the names of the different delegates, aud in com- 
pleting the organization of the Convention. The 
following nominations for candidates for Con- 
gress were then made, viz : 

Robert Mallory, of Oldham. 

Caleb W. Logan, of Louisville. 

William C. Bullock, of Shelby. 

George D. Prentice, of Louisville. 

Hamilton Pope, of Louisville. 

Blantc-a Duncan, of Louisville. 

E. S. Craig, of Jefferson. 

A letter was read from Mr. Prentice, declining 
the nomination, and the names of Messrs. Logan* 
Pope, Duncan, and Craig were withdrawn, and 
Messrs. Mallory and Bullock were voted 
for by the Convention. On the first bal 
lot Mr. Robert Mallory, of Oldham, was nominated 
the Opposition candidate for Congress in the 
Seventh District by the following vote, viz :

The Couveution then, by acclamation, declared 
Robert Mallory, Esq., of Oldham county, the Op 
position candidate for Congress, of the Seventh 
Congressional District of Kentucky. 

A committee was appointed who waited on Mr. 
Mallory, and informed him of bU nomination, and 
invited him to visit the Convention, which he did, 
and returned thanks for the honor of the nomina- 
tion in a brief speech. He endorsed the Opposi- 
tion platform adopted at the Convention in Louis 
ville, on 22d February, 1859. The appearance aud 
remarks of Mr. Mallory were received with great 
applause. 

Hon. S. S. Nicholas, of Louisville, was then call- 
ed for. He appeared on the stand, and made a 
brief speech, and urged the importance of unan- 
imity in support of the nominees of the Couven 
tiou. Judge Nicholas was repeatedly interrupted 
with cheers, during the progress of his speech, 
and took his scat amid loud and continued 
plaudits. He was followed by Wm. B. Helm, 
Esq., who pledged the undivided support of the 
Opposition party of Shelby county, for Mr. Mai 
lory, aud said that that county would give Mr. 
Mallory a larger majority than she had formerly 
given Col. Marshall. Mr. Helm’s pledge was 
fully endorsed by the large delegation present 
from Bhelby county. 

And thus ended the second grand pow wow of 
the Opposition in the Seventh Congressional 
District this year. We don’t know whether 
Mallory is a Know Nothing, American, or Op- 
position nomination, but judging from the speech 
of tho Hon. S. S. Nicholas in the Couveution, 
and the defeat of Bullock, we suppose that he 
is a Sam-Nicholasite, and that be is not a Comer 
down-to-a-level-with-the-people. As Mr. Mallory 
helped to slaughter Henry Clay iu the National 
Whig Convention, which nominated General 
Taylor in 1848, we suppose that some of the 
Clay Whigs now in the raDks of the Opposition 
will help the Democracy to slaughter him. This 
murder of Henry Clay was the begiuning of Mr. 
Mallory's political record, and we doubt not 
that it will be the fixed opinion of many Clay 
Whigs that this record should eDd in the mur- 
der of Mr. Mallory in August next.

As they make their debut iu Louisville 
to-night, on board the Floating Palace, at the foot 
of Third street, we shall have au opportunity ot 
seeing what cause there is for all this excitement. 
The Cincinnati Enquirer, in the course of a highly 
laudatory critique, learnedly discourses thus: 

_ Habitual circus goers are considerably exercised 
atiout Spalding 4 Rogers' speculation of importing 
a whole circus from across the Atlantic, and the 
curiosity pervades even that portion of the com- 
munity who aie not blaetd with circuses to see how 
a genuine European circus compares with the 
Native American article. We often see a single, 
or may be two, irans-Atlantio performers here, 
usually paraded as stars, no matter what their po- 
sition at borne, but we believe this is the first 
attempt to transplant a whole company of exotic 
circus riders. 

In some particulars, each side of the ocean ex- 
cels in the department of the ring. American 
violt riders are now, and always have been, the 
best in Europe. The equestriennes, however, are 
universally abead of ours. Madame Macarte, 
Madame Tourniaire, and all we have hitherto seen 
here, are not fairspecimeus of the beet lady riders. 
M’lle Eloda Leyale, the principal feature of the 
troupe now under consideration, has for three 
years been the acknowledged “Queen of the Circle” 
in Europe, so that we will have au opportunity of 
seeing the genuine article. She is said even to 
outstrip all male riders. In gymnastics, calisthen- 
ics, equilibria and finished poett, European circuses 
are always in advance of ours, so that id this de- 
partment we may prepare ourselves to enjoy some- 
thing really superior. 

In acrobatics, still vaulting, 4c., Americans 
have no equals in Europe. The consequence is 
that four of the best American performers have 
been fraternized with these imported artistes, part- 
ly ttiat there may be no halliug in any part of the 
entertainment, and partly to enable the public to 
Institute oomparisoDS. From the talk we have 
among circus meo, we anticipate we shall find that 
the French, Germane, Spanish, English and 
Americans each excel most in what ever feature 
they may bava made a speciality, and knowiLg the 
characteristic! of the people ot eaob country, we 
can Infer what peculiar physical davelopment to 
sxpect from sack.

Mr. Alexander Lov 
ing, ot this county, showed us, a few days ago, 
some corn blades bittvn by the frost on Sa urday 
night, which were entirely killed. We hear of 
similar evidences of a killing frost in other neigh- 
borhood.

Severe Frost in Junk.— S aturday last was an 
unusually cool day for the season, and on Sunday 
morni ng we found a severe frost. Tbe leaves of 
trees and plants were frozen quite stiff, and the 
damage to vegetation has doubtless been quite 
considerable. It will be recollected that in 1856, 
there was a simlar frost in the Northern portion 
of tbe State. — Mt. Sterling Legion, 8 th. 

Frost. — O n Saturday night there was a heavy 
frost, badly nipptug tbe watermelon vines and 
vuuug corn in tbe lower portion of the county. —

As regards corn, it 
will be all right again iu a week or two, and with 
favorable weather, hereafter, the largest crop ever 
grown in tbe West may be calculated upon, with 
entire safety. — Cin. Gazette, 8th.

Harlan led off with the first speech, such as is 
characteristic of bis party. He was intensely in 
favor of Americans, no protection to slave prop- 
erty, for Cuba if aad it— against tbe alien feature 
of the Homestead bill, wanted Congress to keep 
out foreign paupers, and against the corruptions 
of tho Democracy, 4c., Ao. Trabue followed 
Harlan, and, for the first time io his life, did not 
pull off his coat or cravat. Of oourse, he was for 
his old Native Americanism. He denounced the 
Frankfort Clique with great bitterness. Tney, 
the hypocritical friends of Clay, nominated Alex 
Marshall, the most infamous enemy Clay ever 
had ov er, himself. Tbe clique also proved false 
to Bhanklio, and after being committed to him, 
worked secretly for Harlan. 'Whilst Breckinridge 
and Clay had the district, they wanted him (Tra 
bue) to run, but backed out when they thought 
they had a show to elect their own man/ He says 
no man can go as fur for slavery os he. When 
he was announced as fur Lecompton, they said 
that would not do, but they were as silent as 
church mouses since Bell earns out for it. And, 
now. said he, I will pay my respects to Capt. 
Simms and tbe Frankfort Clique No. 2. They 
nominated Capt. Simms because it was said he 
was worth $7o,000, was a Datchelorof leisure and 
vast ambition, and would die before be would 
suffer defeat. 

Capt. Simms followed Trabue, and gained a 
complete triumph over his opponents. He re- 
viewed the slavery question from its first agita- 
tioo; showed tbe position of parties; that in every 
single instance, the South was indebted to tbe 
Nortorrn Democracy for every right she ever 
obtained. He showed how the question of noa 
interference by Coogress, either to legislate 
slavery in or out of a Territory, was adopted. — 
He took bold and decided ground in favor of 
Congressional protect on to slavery in the Terri- 
tories when necessary, and when it was demon- 
strated that tbe South could not get justice ia tbe 
Union, he was for her standing Dy her just 
rignts to the bitter end. In reply to Harlan, be 
said, that he would vote for a law t * protect the 
slave ow ier in nis rights, if the Territorial Leg- 
islature tailed to do so, and would vote to punish 
a negro stealer, and help to hang him as high as 
Hainan, lie also declared he would uot vote for 
Judge Douglas lor President, if uomiuated, 
standing ou hi* Freeport speech doctrine. He 
asked Mr. Harlan if he would support Mr. Crit- 
tenden; he said be would. Then, said Capt. 
Bimms, you are tor a man who declares that a 
Black Republican Congress can cut the whole 
South out of all participation iu the Territories 
He was Opposed to auy man who admitted the 
power of any authority to keep the South out of 
her just rights id the public domain. 

Capt. Bunins demonstrated the alter absurdity 
of this Souineru Oppisitiou pretending to stand 
by Southern rights. They deuied the justness 
of the Dred Scott decision. Mr. Green, who stood 
before him, declared in his paper that tbe Black 
Republican Judges decision was me clearest and 
most logical. Mr Green denied it. Capt S mm* 
said, I speak by the record, end era not to be in- 
terrupted. Judges Nicholas and Robertson, 
who framed the famous indictment against 
the Democracy at Louisville, gives an 
Abolition Coogress the right to cat 
the South out of any participation in the 
common Territory of tbe whole nation. Capt. 
Bimms refuted, with masterly ability, the charge 
of corruption against the Administration. Harlan 
relied principally upon showing how the Govern 
ment paid from four to twelve times as much for 
collecting the revenue, at certain points, as the 
whole amount collected. Capt. Simms said the 
same case existed under Mr. Fillmore’s adminis- 
tration, and read from the record and explained 
that it was bound to be doae to keep out smug 
glers; and dow, gentlemen, said be, this is the 
way an intelligent audience is insulted to prove 
such charges. The effect against Harlan was 
truly electric. Capt. Bimrns took bold ground iu 
favor of acquiring Cubs; was for giving the 
President $3o,OoO,(AK) to do so. He was not like 
Harlan, professedly for acquiring, but against all 
measures that could be suggested f*r > blaming 
it He was for it because it would add to the 
power of the South, aud because it was necessary 
to our commerce. He was not for a bankrupt law, 
such as recommended by the President at present. 

Mr Harlan commenced to reply, and asked it 
Mr. Trabue was in the room* 

Mr. Trabue — “He is, sir.” 

Mr. Harlan said, w.tu a very mad look, “you, 
sir, have made false charges against myself, and 
tooseyuu term tbe Fiaokfort cl que ” 

Mr. Trabue said hec >uld prove them. 

Mr Uarlau said, “it is (also, sir ” 

Mr. Trabue said, “Mr. Greeu said as much in 
his speech at Lexiugloa.” 

Mr. Green— “Y ou lie, sir!” 

Here several gentlemen had to hold Mr. Green, 
to keep him from violence, and others stood be 
tween him and Mr Trabue. Ti.ere was the most 
intense excitement throughout the court room. — 
Borne tried to leave to avoid Oeiug snot; others 
»aid, ''stand up to them Trabue, we will see vou 
are not overpowered;” others hallooed lor Uar 
Ian, Trabue, Green, 4a; others said, “the only 
dght I ever saw iu my life I didn't care a d — d 
which whipped. Alter some confusion and ex 
planations, Mr. Harlan proceeded with his speech, 
out brought forward nothing of interest. 

Capt. suutns had shown that the Democrats in 
Congress uuiforn.lv voted against all extrava 
gance, and the Black Republicans for it. 

Mr. Harlan thought De would make something 
by showiug that the bills did not pass, but that 
did not relieve the Opposition from the charge of 
favoring extravagance. 

Mr. Trahue, in bis reply, stated that he under- 
stood Mr. G een to say, at Lexington, that he bad 
been working to secure Uariau's election from 
tbe first. Mr. Green said what be bad said, and 
Trabue took bis word, but differed with him. — 
Mr. Green made no apology for tue lie he gave, 
as we heard. 

Trabue said Geo. Craddock had told him that 
Mr. Harlau was oo >>mitted to Buauklin, but as 
Mr. Harlan utterly denied it, he bad to take bis 
word for it. It appe red to us that Mr Harlan 
und Mr. Green ought to have given more spot , gy 
fur their rough treatment. The crowd, who were 
disinterested ia tue fight, sympathized with Mr. 
Trabue, as he was alone, and it looked like a pro 
concerted tffort to overrun or disgrace him; a* 
he bad made the same charges at George own 
without its producing such a tuss. 

Capt Siaims, in bis rejoinder, said his oppo- 
nents bad gotten up quite aa interesting sceue in 
the bouse, and be suppose lit well enough, if they 
could not interest the audience otherwise. He 
hoped all would move on pietvantly hereafter. 

He replied to some of Mr. HarUo's arguments, 
and closed by aliudiag to this being the county 
of his residence, aud that, next to bis election, 
he desired a flattering vote from his own oouoty. 
He felt assured that those who had known him 
from bis boyhood would attest to bis correct bear- 
tne. 

The Democracy here were highly delighted 
with Capt Simms’ effort, and they will roll up 
for him such a vote as has not been gives in 
this county to a Democrat for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. Capt. Simms bas Deed a candidate <or the 
Legislature twice in this county, aud always run 
far ahead of his ticket. Bourbon then elected 
two members of tbe Legislature, aad sucU meo 
as Brutus Clay, F. Kennedy, and Capt. J. Cuo 
uingbam w< re on tne same ticket with him, and 
yet ne led bis ticket from one hundred and thirty 
to one hundred and seventy votes. As a Captain 
ol tbe Bourbon volunteers, in th* Mexican war, 
be won the esteem and love of his men, and the 
approbation of their friends. While in the City 
of Mexico, they preseuted him with a magnifi 
cent sword, costiog over five hundred dollars. — 
At great pecuniary expense and trouble to him- 
self, he biought borne with him the dead of hie 
company from Mexico. Tne writer of this has 
known him to march all night, through a heavy 
rain, with only two or three bovs with him, and 
subject to being cut off by scouting parties of Mex- 
icans, to obtain tbe dead body of one of his com- 
pany. 

Next to CsdL Simms' eleotioo, the Democracy 
here feel a great desire that Col. Holt should be 
elected in your District He was burn and reared 
in this town, and we endorse him as one eminent 
ly worthy of the hearty support of your people.

STAMPS. 

New Youk, June 8. — The Herald contains a dis- 
patch dated Washington, June 7, which states 
J* 3 * 1 ■ ' recen * inveatigaticn into the affairs of the 
Poetoffice ha* led tj the belief that that depart- 
ment ol Government lose* one million of doll-rs 
® year by the use of counterfeit and re- washed 
postage stamps. It is behaved that there are two 
classes of persons engage 1 in this nef.nou* bus- 
iness, one of which manufacture* eitner from en- 
graved or photographed plates and aelU new 
postage stamps, aud another that gathers those 
which have been used, from was'e paper collec- 
tions. and, by means of aoid, washes the poet- 
office stamp which is put oo them when they pass 
through tbe office, under the present p<>etaJ sys- 
tem. There is no means of guarding ag*mat tha 
first named evil, for the manufacture of p..,u<* 
stamps is so simple that one mau can make bis 
plate and produce thousands of sheet* without th* 
aid of a single person. 

To dispose ot them be has only to come into 
collision with some of tbe postmasters or tbeir 
clerks, of which there are n.ore than Su.OOo ia 
all throughout the country, and the constant lose 
es of money in passing through the mails doee 
not give s high standard of b or*ty aas >ug them 
All of them are entrusted with the sole of 
■tamps, and no check can be kept upon them, for 
there is no possibility of ascertaining how maay 
stamps are in the hand* ot the people. Wheu 
letters are passed the clerks have do time to acru- 
tiuize the si amp on them, and they are rapidly de- 
faced with black stamps As tbe leikr-*, with tbe 
defaced stamps on them, pa»e a*aio into the banc* 
of tbe people, tbe department can torn, no d - *:- 
tive idea to what extent t >e fraudulent stamps are 
used. Tbe same difficulty or deteoiiun attends 
tbe rewashed stamps, hut they ate supposed to oe 
used to a less extent than the counterfeits, on ac- 
count of the greater facilities fur selling the lat- 
ter Efforts nave beeu made, both id thia coun- 
try and m Eug land, where the same difficulty is 
encountered, to obtain an indelible ink for 
the purpose of defacing used stamps, but 
without success; and the inefficiency of our po 
lice system tor preventing the operations of coun 
i terfeiters, leaves the mauu actur«rof surrep'itioua 
ppstage stamps to labor with impunity It is tbe 
opinion of persons well versed in the affairs of be 
Postoffice Department here, that these fraud* 
have sc intimate connection with deficiency iu t t« 
revenues, and could the Postmaster General de^ 
vise some means to stop them, tbe Deportment 
Would soon become self-auataining The only 
possible manner of doing it, seems to be to abol- 
ish entirely tne use of postage stomps, and resort 
to prepayment by the u-e of stamped envelopes, 
which should be guarded by water marks il pa- 
per, and every other cootrivanca and imprivo- 
ment in the style of construction of en**l*pe» 
which the Postmaster Go .era! can possibly do- 
vise, without increasing too much the cost uf the 
envelope to the public.

The following is fr.>m the London Herald re- 
garding tbe bai leaf Mo.totoell..: 

The Piedmontese cavalry, after occupying Cts- 
teggio, bod been driven h ok by the Austrian*, 
who followed it into Moutrbeiio where >hey were 
brought up by a torce under F«re> and Bauret. 
A fierce Contest took ploC- lu the stre^ls of the 
village, from whence the French Were ultimaiely 
driven alter two hours bard bgni o^; Du at this 
time a reinforcement made its appearance m tne 
shape of haif a Oaltery of artillery and the 9 .*t 
and 98th regiments. T^e village was recaptured 
after muot slaughter, and the Austrians fell back 
in perfect oner, closely followed by the French. 
The Austrians suffered very severely in this 
retreat, and would nave doae etui m >re ao but 
for tbe admirable conduct of their artillery at 
Caeteggio. They stopped their retrograde mu r*. 
ment, aud a battalion of riflimen, posted on some 
well-wooded bills south of the town, kept up a 
galliug fire agatust the French. The 7$ih regi- 
men t alone had about one hundred aaea put i n 
du combat at Casteggio. by tbe murderous rifl -s 
of the Tyroez Jagers. Toe rest of tbe Austrian* 
developed themselves in fields on the left, despite 
several very gallant attempt* of the Bardiman 
horse to prevent them. The French mode a des- 
perate attack to obtain possession of tne village, 
out they were repulsed and retired iu conoid* rs- 
ble disorder to Houtebello, the Austrians pursu- 
ing them ; and it would have been all up with 
tbe division but for the 52d reg ment and the 6th 
battalion of Chasseurs, wno had just arrived from 
Cantaloup. With all this, it seems tne Austrian* 
aud French entered pell ineil iuto Moulebella, 
where a fearful butchery to >k place; but the up 
shot of the matter w is th»t tae Austrians retir- 
ed, 1 aving a fearful number of killed sad woua- 
ded all along the road. 

Tbe Austrians retired in perfect order, hut 300 
prisoners remained in tbe victors’ hands Tn^y 
must have been greatly surprised, and not a little 
relieved at finding no fresh troops wers sent in 
pursuit. They retired behind the Po, moving 
aloog safer as Strodeila, and then orossiug over 
L> the northern bank of the river. The r.»ad to 
Piacenza is now, therefore, open to tbe French, 
anlees there be an Austrian tores at 0<et!e San 
Giovanni, a fact which to not ** yet cleared up. 

At the beginning oi the action the Austrians 
had a de tded numerical advantage, hot at tha 
close tha advantage ol numbers was whollv on 
th* sid* ot tha French. Our bulletin* tell as 
that tne loea isouiy aoout 5oo k lod aad wound 
ed, but I believe this is much below the mark ** 
tha number said to have been lu#t by Austrian*, 
2,600 ia above it.

ARRIVAL OF THE AFRICA. 

N Aw York, June 9. — The royal mail steamship 
Africa arrived here this morning. She left Liver 
pool on the 28th ult. Her dates are not so late 
. as those furnished by the Arago at 8t John’s, 
but ahe brings interesting details of the news, 
and her commercial intelligence is important. 

There was nothing important from the seat of 
war beyond the further details of the battle of 
Montebello. 

The Austrians profess satisfaction at the result 
of the battle. 

Gen. Gjulai reports that his loss was 290 killed, 
718 wounded, and 288 missing. He says the 
French force numbered 40,000, but they abstain- 
ed from all pursuit. 

Count Sladion, commander of the Austrian 
forces, was wounded during the battle. 

Some of the French authorities still assert that 
there was not much over 4,000 French engaged in 
the battle. Other estimates place the number at 
12,000. 

1 here were popular risifigs in some parts of 
I arms in favor of the Sardinian cause. 

A vague rumor had obtained circulation via 
t lenna that GortachakofT, the Russian Foreign 
M mister, had resigned because the Emperor re- 
fused to carry out his engagements with France. 

In England the Derby Ministers had issued a 
strong appeal to their parliamentary supporters 
for their early attendance to meet the opposition 
movement. The Empress Eugenie bad received 
and addressed the members of the great bodies 
of state. She said she placed full dependence on 
the patriotism of the deputies and upon the sup 
port of the entire nation, which during the ab- 
sence of the chosen chief would never be found 
wanting to a woman and her child. The speech 
was loudly cheered. 

The Paris Bourse was firm and advancing. It 
closed Olf 55c. The war excitement was high in 
Southern Germany. It was expected that Kos 
suth would go to Genoa in about a week with the 
full concurrence of Napoleon and the King of Sar- 
dinia, to concert plans with Klapka and others to 
overthrow the Austrian power ia Hungary. The 
new King of Naples, Francis I, bad been acknowl- 
edged by telegraph by nearly all the Powers, and 
the army had sworn its allegiance.

Slaveholders' Convention. 

Baltimore, June 9. — The Maryland Convention 
to consider the question as to the best means of 
regulating the free negro population met again 
this morning. The hall was crowded and much 
interest was manifested in the proceedings. — 
Hon. James Alfred Pearce, Chairman of the com- 
mittee on resolutions, submitted the report and 
resolutions of the majority. Mr. F. W. Jacobs, 
of Worcester county, presented the views of a 
minority, being a written address going over the 
whole ground and detailing the grievances of the 
slave owners of Mart land, and ttre pernicious in- 
fluence of free uegroism in the population gener- 
ally. He advocated the prohibition of emancipa- 
tion, and the passage of laws for the gradual ex- 
tinction of free negroes. He alluded to the ten- 
dency in the Northern and] Western States to leg- 
islate against free negroes. He also alluded lo 
the interference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church of the North in the matter, end was very 
severe on the New York Christian Advocate 
touching its strictures ou the convention held at 
Cambridge, and its attempts to threaten with the 
ecclesiastical cowhide the Methodists of Mary- 
land, if they countenance the present movement. 
He avowed himself a Methodist, but repudiated 
in strong language any attempt at ecclesiastical 
interference with the domestic institutions of the 
Bute.

Turin, Msv 27.— The Austrian steamers are 
druising about Lake M&ggiore, threatening tbe 
towns and villages on tbe banks of the Lake. —

General Ribotte, at the head of the Tuscan 
troops, military engineers, and general d’armes, 
entered Parma amidst the plaudits of tbe people, 
who declared for the King of Sardinia, and Italian 
independence.

Slaveholders' Convention. 

Baltimore, June V — The Slaveholders Conven- 
tion adopted the following resolutions reported 
by the majority of the committee, aud adjourned 
tine die. 

Resolved, That this Convention considers anv 
measures for the general removal of free blacks 
from the State of Maryland as impolitic, inexpe- 
dient, and uncalled for by any public exigency 
which could justify it. 

Retolttd, That the free negro population should 
be well and thoroughly controlled by efficient 
laws to the end that it may be orderly, indus- 
trious, and productive. 

Resolved, That, for thepurpose of diminishing, as 
far as possible, the evils which proceed from an 
excessive and increasing free cl ass of negroes, the 
policy of the State declared in 1531, should be re- 
affirmed, and such amendments be made to the 
act of that year as will give to it active force; 
such as will either prohibit emancipation alto- 
gether, or compel tbe prompt removal from • he 
State of those emancipated; and that the Legisla- 
ture should be asked to review aud amend the 
laws relating to free negroes and to emancipation, 
so as to remedy all the defects of a system which 
time and experience hare disclosed. 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed to sub- 
mit the views of this Convention, and to ask ap- 
propriate legislation by the General Assembly. 

Damage by the Flood in the Upper Mississippi 

Chicago, June 9. — Minressota papers of the 
6th, contain further details of the flood. The 
damage i» much greater than first stated. The 
levee at St. Paul is entirely submerged. At St. 
Anthony and Minneapolis, the storm and flood 
were terribly destructive to property. Several 
hundred thousand dollars worth were destroyed 
at the former place The St. Anthony Water 
Company lost fire million feet of logs valued at 
$40,000. The boom at Coon Creek, containing 
ten million feet of logs, is momentarily expected 
to give way. Not less than $130,000 worth of 
logs have gone over the falU in three days. The 
river is 21 feet above low water mark, and within 
l - 2 leet of the great flood of IS'". The storms 
of last week in that section of the country ure de- 
scribed as the most frightful ever witnessed. 

Broke Jail. 

Marion, O , June 9. — Two men. Partridge and 
Btrode, broke jail here. The former was confined 
on a charge of arson and the latter for burglary. 
They escaped by boring through the floor of the 
cell and two heavy beams, and then digging 
through the ground to the outer wall, which they 
tore away by piecemeal. It was subsequently as- 
certained that they had been engaged five days in 
the operation. Fifty dollars reward has been of- 
fered for the arrest of each. 

High Price lor Premium Tobacco. 

St. Louis, June 9. — A.t the sale of premium 
tobacco at tbe Planters’ Warehouse, to day, the 
first premium of $75 for manufacturing leaf was 
awarded to Addison Tinsley, of Pike county, Mo. 
This tobacco was purchased by B. W. Lewis & 
Brothers, of Glasgow, Mo., at $125 per 100 lbs. — 
the highest price on record. 

From New Orleans. 

Nrw Orleans, June 9. — Steamer Texas ar- 
rived from Sau Antonio with dates to the 2d. 
Captain John R. Baylor, with 350 men attacked 
Brazos Reserve, near Fort Belknap, driving in 
the scouts, and endeavoring to capture the Indi- 
ans. They were ordered to leave, but refused. 

River and Weather. 

St. Louis, June 9, P. M. — The river fell about 
1 inch last night, and has been stationary all day 
to day ; perhaps it is rising slightly to-night. 
The upper Mississippi continues to swell and tbe 
mountain rise is coming down. The Missouri is 
booming.
